This  aspect  of  college  life  is  always  remembered  by  graduates  as  "the  best  years" 
of  their  lives. 
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The  1967-68  academic  year  will  be  remembered 
as  a  milestone  in  the  development  of  both  St.  Patrick's  College 
and  Carleton  University.    We  at  Carleton  warmly  welcome 
students,  faculty,  and  staff  of  St.  Patrick's  in  their  new  role 
as  a  division  of  Carleton' s  Faculty  of  Arts. 

A  change  in  status  is  a  unique  event,  and  members 
of  both  institutions  can  be  proud  of  the  smooth  transition  which 
has  taken  place  since  July,  1967.    Carleton' s  expansion  to  include 
St.  Patrick's  will  be  of  decided  benefit  to  higher  education  in 
Ottawa  and  in  the  Province.     The  larger  Carleton,  with  its  new 
parts,  will  be  stronger  in  serving  society  than  the  former 
denominational  St.  Patrick's  College  and  the  University  could 
have  been  separately. 

St.  Patrick's  affiliation  with  Carleton  will  benefit 
both  campuses:    there  will  remain  wide  possibilities  for  the 
development  of  ideas  for  liberal  arts  programs  at  St.  Patrick's 
College  section,  and  at  the  same  time  there  will  be  provision  for 
good  coordination  with  Faculty  of  Arts  activities  on  the  main  campus. 

Carleton' s  program  of  graduate  studies  will  be  greatly 
enhanced  by  our  new  School  of  Social  Work  which  is  renowned  in 
Canada . 

My  warmest  congratulations  are  extended  to  the  1968 
graduands  of  St.  Patrick's  who  are  the  first  candidates  to  receive 
Carleton  degrees. 

We  hope  that  you  will  return  frequently  to  Carleton  to 
see  the  rapid  growth  of  both  campuses,  to  visit  former  members  of 
faculty,  and  to  play  an  active  role  in  alumni  activities.

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The  student  reform  movement  is  getting  stronger  every  day;

Far  from  being  a  landmark  in  the  development  of 
liberal  arts,  it  was  rather,  just  another  case,  where  two  responsible 
students  were  able  to  answer  an  academic  problem  by  being  in 
tune  with  our  present  age. 

The  problem  was  to  present  an  essay  outlining  the  thought  and 
philosophy  of  Marshall  McCluhan.  Obviously  a  linear  statement 
of  such  ideas  does  not  meet  McCluhan's  criteria  of  involvement 
and  tactility.  Thus  Woods  and  Benninger  presented  their  essay 
electronically. 

The  task  was  complicated  with  many  difficulties  concerning 
taping,  editing  and  mixing.  The  final  effort  while  generally 
superlative  was  marred  by  a  naive  attempt  to  induce  involvement 
by  the  use  of  psychedelia  i.e.,  incense  sticks  and  flashing  lights. 
And  because  of  such  a  presentation  the  "electronic  essay" 
received  much  notoriety. 

However,  the  point  is  being  missed  if  we  do  not  see  this  work 
as  a  responsible  attempt  rather  than  a  psychedelic  experiment. 
Such  a  project  will  develop  more  initiative,  organization  and  clear 
thinking  than  a  hundred  four  thousand  word  essays.  And  so  we 
should  thank  professor  Tom  Nollet  for  encouraging  such 
expression  because  it  is  only  through  such  innovators  that  our 
liberal  arts  college  will  become  fulfilling.

if  any  one  reason  gave  rise  to  the  upsurge  of  a  mediocre  Carleton 
Raven  Football  Club  to  become  ranked  seventh  in  the  nation,  it  had  to 
be  the  acquisition  of  more  than  a  dozen  experienced  and  proven  players 
through  the  merger  with  St.  Pat's  College.  These  athletes  were  not  the 
type  to  take  on  the  role  of  fill-ins  but  accepted  the  challenge  of 
competing  for  the  twenty-four  starting  spots  and  by  the  end  of  the 
season,  had  gained  a  disproportional  thirteen  —  most  of  which  were  key 
spots.  In  fact,  four  of  the  five  first-  string  backfielders  were  former 
Shamrocks,  namely,  Al  Morissette  at  Quarterback,  Gary  Lamourie  at 
Fullback,  Dan  McCarthy  at  Halfback,  and  Kent  Darragh  at  Flanker. 
Three  more  St.  Pat's  players  were  on  the  front  wall:  Mike  Landry  at 
Centre.  Hugh  Graham  at  Guard,  and  John  Rodrique  at  End.  The 
defence  was  led  by  Joe  McEachern,  Leo  Barros,  Fred  Burrows,  Mike 
Colle,  Paul  Fortier  and  Art  Schoennherr.  The  players  were  excellently 
coached  by  the  master-mind  of  Keith  Harris,  who  in  the  words  of  Bryan 
Kealey  "can  talk  football  with  anybody,  be  it  Frank  Clair,  Bear  Bryant 
or  Vince  Lombardi".  The  scientific  technique  of  coach  Harris  was 
complemented  by  the  rock-em  approach  of  coaches  Kealey,  Saunders 
and  McCrea,  along  with  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  of  Kim  McCuaig  and 
Jim  Sevigny.  Let  us  hope  that  incoming  freshmen  will  not  let  the 
Shamrock  memory  fade.  The  only  possible  way  to  keep  it  alive  will  be 
to  do  as  this  year's  ball  players  have  done,  and  that  is  to  try  out  and 
display  the  true  spirit  of  competition,  so  characteristic  of  St.  Pat's 
throughout  the  years!
